ROME, Oct. 31.—The new Cabinet of 
Premier Mussolini took the oath of of- 
fice today before the King, thereby be- 
coming the official Government of Italy, 
and the Fascisti army, the Black Shirts, 
commanded by Mussolini, which has sur- 
rounded Rome, paraded through the 
city, 100,000 strong. 

A fact which Is everywhere favorably 
commented upon is that Mussolini and 
his Ministers all wore frock coats and 
silk hats at the ceremony of taking the 
oath. It was recalled in this connection 
that when the Socialists, Turati and Bis- 
solati, visited the King recently they 
wore soft hats and rough sporting jack- 
Mussolini's action is considered all 
the more interesting when it is remem- 
bered that up to a few years ago he 
also was a Socialist and a rabid revolu- 
tionary. He, however, decided that as 
he had accepted the monarchy the King 
should be treated with all the pomp ap- 
pertaining to the office. 

The scene when the ex-Socialist and 
masses took 
the oath of allegiance to the King was 
dramatic. The King greeted each Min- 
ister, saying: ‘I feel that I can hardly 
congratulate you, as you have a stiff, 
arduous task before you, but I congrat- 
ulate the country for having as 
Ministers.”’

Following a conference by Major Clark | 
on Monday with Chief Police Inspector 
Lahey regarding prohibition enforce- 
ment, Police Inspector Dominick Henry 
appeared at the Federal Building yester- 
day as a volunteer witness.

Inspector Henry re- 
fused to sign a waiver of immunity and 
was therefore not called before the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury investigating rum scan- 
dals. / 

Two policemen, however, from the 
Fifth Inspection District, were exam- 
ined. The Grand Jury adjourned until 
Thursday. It has been busy for nearly | 
two months in the investigation of pro- 
hibition enforcement, it is said, with 
particular reference to the disappear- 
ance of 5,100 cases of champagne and 
whisky from the Republic Storage Ware- 
house on West Thirty-fourth Street, 
after it had been withdrawn on a forged 
customs receipt. 

It is not likely that the Grand Jury 
will complete its work until after the| 
Day contempt proceedings have been 
disposed of. The matter comes up at 
11 o'clock this morning before Federal 
Judge Foster. Director Ralph A. Day 
has been cited to show cause why he 


should not be punished for contempt of 
court in refusing to produce the books 
of R. A. Ray & Co., cloak and suit man- 
ufacturers, for the examination of the 
Grand Jury, as ordered to do last week.

When all had taken the oath the King 
remained for a few moments in conver- 
sation with Mussolini, who afterward 
drove back to his office at the Ministry 
of the Interior. The Fascisti militia had 
a hard task restraining an enthusiastic 
crowd which wished to carry him in 
triumph through the streets. 


“Double Hat” System Ended. 


Mussolini was early at his office this 
morning. Exactly at 8 o’clock, the hour 
at which all Government clerks are sup- 
posed to be at their posts, he telephoned 
to all his Ministers instructing them to 
have a roll call. Any one who was not 
at his desk was severely reprimanded 
and warned that he would be dismissed 
at the next offense. 

This is the first foretaste of a régime 
of strict discipline which Mussolini in- 
tends to institute throughout Italy. Up 
to the present time most of the Gov- 
ernment offices have been worked on 
the ‘‘double hat’’ system, whereby 
each clerk possesses two hats, one of 
which remains permanently hung on a 
nail in his office, the other being worn 
golng to and from the office. When- 
ever any one went into a Government 
office in search of a clerk, even two or 
three hours after the regular opening 
time, an usher would point out the hat 
hanging on a nail and say: ‘‘ He is ob- 
viously in the office somewhere because 
his hat is here. You would better 
wait.’’ The authorities have winked at 
this practice, but Mussolini does not 
propose to tolerate it. He said to Trp 
New YorRK TIMES correspondent today: 


‘‘TItaly must wake up to the fact that 
only hard work can save us from finan- 
cial and economic ruin. I propose that 
the Government should begin in show- 
ing a good example, and Government 
clerks will be treated just like any clerk 
working for a private concern would be 
treated. If they work.and do their duty 
they will be well treated, but if they 
are not ready to do what is expected

On home rule, Mr. Smith said, the 
Governor had made a brutal and vicious 
assault, not only in New York but in 
every other city of the State. 

‘‘ When I go to Albany,"’ he said, ‘I 
shall with all the energy I possess de- 
vote my time to removing from the 
Public Service Commission act any and

Responding to a rousing welcome to 
the Bronx last night on his first cam- 
paign appearance there, Governor Miller, 
in one of his most forceful speeches, 
moved 3,500 hearers in Morris High 
School, 177th Street and Boston Road, 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm by a fresh 
fusillade against his opponent, ex-Gover- 
nor Smith, on his transit record, his 
beer and wine stand and his position 
with regard to Mayor Hylan’s policies 
before and after his nomination. He 
charged that millions of dollars had been 
diverted to private pockets here through 
volitical graft. 

The Governor, 
hammered away mercilessly 
versary on one point 
stirring his hearers alternately to ap- 
plause and laughter. There was a gale 
of laughter when, branding the report 
that he intended to remove Mayor

every provision destined to deprive the 
different cities of their power over the 
franchises and contracts between them- 
selves and public utility corporations.

Says Miller Fears Drys. 


Mr. Smith said Governor Miller's sat- 
tack on the presence of a beer and wine 
plank in the Democratic platform as 
a hypocritical bid for votes was merely 
an effort to dodge that issue. He 
said William H. Anderson, New York 
State Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, held a club over the Governor's 
head that was more effective even than 
the wishes of Republican leaders. 

The Democratic nominee spoke at two 
big and enthusiastic gatherings last 
night, at Liberty Hall, at a negro mass 
meeting, and at Tammany Hall on East 
Fourteenth Street. The latter meeting 
was Tammany's big get-together affair 
for the State ticket. In addition to Mr. 
Smith there was present at this meet- 
ing Dr., Royal 8S. Copeland, nominee for 
United States Senator; James W. Flem- 
ing, Mayor of Troy, nominee for Con- 
troller, and Carl Sherman of Buffalo, 
nominee for Attorney General.

Of Mary Staart in Brittany

PARIS, Oct. 31—The Mary Stuart 


Chapel at Roscoff was destroyed last 
night by a violent storm which has 
swept the Brittany coast for the past 
three days. 

The chapel, which was one of the 
“most historic Buildings in that sec- 
tion of Brittany, was built in 1548 on 


the spot where Mary Queen of Scots 
debarked in France following her en- 


gagement to the Dauphin Francis. 
The structure has been known by the 
Bretons for centuries as the Chapelle 
Ste. Union, which is supposed to be a 
vulgarization of Saint Ninians, the 
name ofa town in Scotland. 

The destruction of the monument is 
complete, only a heap of stones this 


morning marking the site.

under an uncontrolled dictatorship — a 
; dictatorship, in fact, of organized insta- 
bility.’”’ 

He described the present situation as 
‘ topsy-turvydom,'' with only two fixed 
points in the whole political landscape, 
one held by the Liberal Party, the other 
by the Labor Party. All else was fog 
and chaos. 

A. compact between the Conservatives 
and the Liberal Unionists meant that in 
the new Parliament there would be a 
revived coalition under a new alias. 
After four years of coalition no post- 
war problem, either international or 
domestic, had been solved, with the sin- 
gle exception of the Irish question.

people going to war over a justicilable 
dispute. The important point is that in 
viewing European conditions you should 
have a true perspective and should 
not, in default of adequate remedies, put 
an exaggerated estimate upon what is 
good in itself but at this time is far 
frora being curative. It should be re- 
membered that the great problems that 
now vex the European nations and re- 
tard recuperation are not, except in a 
minor degree, of a legal or justiciable 
nature which can be solved by judicial 
tribunals.”’ 

It is recalled here that Elihu Root, as 
American member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of jurists which met at The 
Hague in June and July of 1922, took a 


conspicuous part in framing the staute 
for the court, including the method of 
selecting the «leven judges and four dep- 
uty judges. The statute was submitted to 
the Council and Assembly of the League 
of Nations at its meeting at Geneva 
in December, 1920, and was adopted with 
slight amendments.

So John Bassett Moore was chosen in 
his place. The eleven judges represent 
as many nationalities. 


As to Economic Conferences, 

Another interesting statement that 
came from the White House today had 
a bearing on possible participation of 
the United States in an international 
economic conference such as has been 
proposed. 

This Government, {it was said, was 
perfectly willing to lend its approval 


to any economic conference to discuss 
‘the old world situation '’ and to par- 
ticipate in it, but it was added that 
the Government would not consider par- 
ticipation in any economic conference 
covering inter-allled war debts until the 
economic problem involved in these 
debts had been threshed out by experts. 

It was made clear that the Adminis- 
tration would not take part in the Brus- 
sels conference of allied nations at 
which the war debt problem is to be 
discussed. For the present, and until 
our own Debt Commission has made 
an effort to bring about an adjustment 
with European debtors, this Government 
will hold aloof from any other form of 
settlement. 

The Administration believes there has 
been much loose talk concerning the 
question of allied debts to the United 
States. It has no patience with those 
who advocate the cancellation of these 
war debts. This impatience does not 
arise from objection to the principle of 
cancellation but from the fact that the 
Administration is bound by the act of 
Congress which directs it to arrange for 


the payment of the debt at a set rate of 
interest until pald. 

The Administration is equally impa- 
tient with those who contend that it 
should collect every penny of the money 
owing to us from former associates in 
the orld War. Talk of this sort is 
regarded by Administration officials as 
iily. The Government, it was pointed 
out, had no means of enforcing collec- 
tions, but was dependent upon what the 
debtor nations would do. The whole 
matter, it was said, was one of negotia- 
tion and of adjustment to conditions. 
The statements made in this connec- 
tion appeared at variance with others 
that have come from Administration 
sources. Today’s explanation, however, 
indicated that the Administration was 
not proceeding on the assumption that 
the European debtors of the United 
States could be required to pay their 
full obligations, but desired to treat 
them with consideration in accordance 
with their ability to pay.

Muldoon yesterday made public a set 
of regulations under which the boxing 
agencies must conduct their business. 
| The main purpose in issuing his regula- 
Chairman Muldoon said, was to 


dispel the theory that the commission 
will control the proposed agencies and 
to emphasize the fact that such agen- 


cies will have no monopolistic tenden- 
cies. 


One of the regulations announced by 
Chairman Muldoon following the weekly 
meeting of the commission would 
eliminate the only existing agency or 
compel its directors to abandon their 
present direct associations with pro- 
fessional boxing. The rule provides 
that “no members or workers in any 
agency may be Hcensed as ‘managers’ 
with this commission, nor may they 
have any official connection with a club, 
either as matchmaker or in any other 
capacity; nor may they have contracts 
with any boxer of any nature.”’

For the 
present the regulations which have been 
tentatively adopttd, will serve to 
guide us. 

“7 think the idea is a good one and 
one that will prove popular as it be- 
comes understood. Of course, I do not 
expect a rush of agents to: race into 
the situation. People must familiarize 
themselves with the conditions before 
opening a business of this sort. Then, 
too, if anybody expects to start in the 
business with the idea of making a lot 
of money quickly, that individual is in 
for a surprise. Many of the boxers 
now are under contract to managers and 
these contracts are binding. It is when 
these contracts expire that the agency 
idea will get a real test. In the mean- 
time we must prepare for that test.’’ 

Chairman Muldoon announced that h 
hac revoked the boxer’s license o 
Henry Campi, a_ middleweight boxer 
who was disqualified in the semi-final 
bout at the Broadway Iixhibition Asso- 
ciation last Monday, for biting his op- 
ponent. Panama Joe Gans was hailed 
before the commission as a result of 
his disqualification for an alleged foul 
in a bout in Brooklyn last week. The 
negro welterweight was let off with a 
reprimand. 

Chairman Muldoon took occasion to 
announce that he will sanction a bout 
between Jack Dempsey and Tom Gib- 
bons for the former’s world’s heavy- 
weight championship only if Gibbons 
beats some other good heayyweight be- 
fore entering the ring against the cham- 
pion. Gibbons, Chairman Muldoon said, 
is twenty pounds lighter than Dempsey, 
and cannot afford to concede this weight 
advantage to the champion. Chairman 
Muldoon suggested a bout between Gib- 
bons and Bill Brennen as a sort of 
elimination trial to produce an oppo- 
nent for Dempsev. If Brennan is not 
available, Chairman Muldoon said, Gib- 
bons should engage some other heavy- 
weight of recognized ability.

Mr. Hendrix, who inherited @ fortune 
from his father, Joseph Hendrix, at one 
time Postmaster of Brooklyn, stated at 
the time that Miss Terry knew about 
Miss Ceballos’s claim, and said that he 
paid $3,000 to Miss Ceballos to release 
her claim. 

Miss Ceballos testified yesterday that 
Mr. Hendrix told her he would marry 
her as soon as she had been divorced, 
that her husband dropped-a suit he had 
brought against her, and that she then 
sued him and obtained a decree in 
August, 1919. 

When cross examined, Miss Ceballos 
denied that she ever sued one Abraham 
Levy for breach of proniise, but said 
that in 1901, when she was 22 years 
old, and had just come to New York 
from New Orleans, she met Levy at the 
old Hotel Cadillac, where she lived. ‘‘ I 
didn’t want to marry him, but sued him 
for jewels that I lent to him when he 
needed money,’’ she said.

PARIS, Oct. $1.—The first perfection 
of apparatus for insuring the secrecy of 
wireless and telegraph messages was 
claimed today for a French electrical 
engineer, Edouard Belin, inventor of an 
{nstrument for transmitting photographs 
by wireless. 

The apparatus is called ‘‘ radio-crypto- 
tele-stereographe,”’ or ** crypto-teie- 
astereographe,’’ according to whether it 
fe used for wireless or the ordinary tele- 
graph. The instrument is unlike Mar- 
coni's to direct waves to a given point. 
It resembles in principle a modern 
safety lock. Sending and receiving in- 
struments, each of which consists of six 
concentric disks, are perfectly syncnro- 
nized. 

The disks each contain a notch and 
can be moved at an angle in relation to 
@ach other. A lever falling into the 
disks causes rotation of the cylinder 
and valves a given space between the! 
notches to reproduce the message, which 
ig received according to a code analogous 
to Morse’s, but is reproduced in letters 
and figures.

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ENDING THE CAMPAIGN HERE. 

Governor MILLER’s’ vigorous cam- 
paign culminates in this city, the 
stronghold of his opponent. Naturally, 
he dwells particularly on the policies 
which are of vital concern to the city— 
repid transit and the Port Authority, 
fm regard to both of which a long 
series of fictions has been circulated 
industriously. On these two cardinal 
issues the Governor makes unanswer- 
gable arguments. In his reference to 
the minor and remoter matter of miti- 
gated prohibition he is less fortunate. 
The State Democratic platform insists 
** upon Congress enacting such modi- 
'* fication of the Volstead act as shall 
™ legatize, subject to the approval of 
** thie State of New York, the use of 
“beer and light wines under such 
™ careful restrictions as were imposed 
.“ by the law passed in New York in 
™“ 1920.’’ Governor MILLER makes this 
curious translation: 


The alluring hope is held out by the 
Democratic platform and by the Dem- 
ecratic candidate for Governor that if 
he. is elected the people can have light 
wines and beer. He knows, you know, 
every intelligent citizen knows, that 
whether he is elected or whether I am 
elected it can have no influence what- 
ever upon that question; that the Gov- 
ernor of this State and the Legisla- 
ture of this State cannot, if they 
would, give the people of this State 
light wines and beer. 

No such ‘‘ hope "’ is held out, s0 
@aras the ordinary reader can dis- 
cover. Only Congress can modify the 
‘Volstead act; and it is possible that a 
‘new definition of intoxicating liquor 
and the permitted use of beer and 
light wines may be long postponed or 
‘may never come. Meanwhile, if the 
‘majority of the people of any State 
want the Volstead act so modified, 
they should have an opportunity to 
gay so. From such referendums Con- 
grefs might learn the prevailing 
puillic opinion, favorable or adverse, 
on prohibition. 

Ohio will vote Yes or No next week 
on a constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing the sale of beer and light 
wines. That vote will be a register 
wf public opinion. If the affirmative 
wins, Congress and the country will 
have had notice from Ohio. No im- 
gnediate change of the law can be ex- 
pected. Yet the vote will be some- 
thing more than a ‘‘ gesture.’’ In 
this- State there is no referendum 
and can be no direct vote. There are 
ether and much more important is- 
gues. Plenty of Wets will vote for 
Governor MILLER, who is not a pro- 
hibitionist, but believes in the en- 
forcement of the Prohibition law. Mr. 
Smrrx will likewise enforce that law 
ff he is elected. There is no issue 
between straight prohibition and 
modified prohibition. For a variety 
of reasons a variety of people will 
vote for or against Governor MILLER 
and Mr. Smrrzg. The election of 
either of them will allow no clear 
conclusions to be drawn as to the sen- 
timent of New York about modifying 
the Volstead act.

DE .VALERA’S TWO HORSES. 

The so-called Army Executive of the 
Irish Irregulars undertook the other 
day to set up, by proclamation, a 
little Parliament of their own, and 
again put forward Mr. DB VALERA as 
the ‘President of the civil branch of 
their Government. The best comment 
on this proceeding was made by Mr. 
DE VALERA himself in the letters of his 
which fell into the hands of the Free 


State authorities, about the middle of 
September, and were published by 
them. Writing to a member of his 
faction, he said: ‘‘ The task of riding 
“two such horses as the party and 
‘“‘the army will be too much for any 
“ Executive.’’. He remarked that the 
arrangement would be such as to place 
‘* all the public responsibility ’’ upon 
the civilian President, but to give him 


“no voice and no authority.” He 


added: ‘If I do not get the position 
“made quite clear, I shall resign pub- 


“ey.*” 
In a later letter DE VALERA gave an 


outline of the political situation in 


Ireland as he saw it. He said that he 
could not agree to the. Republicans 
setting themselves up as the legitimate 
Dail Eireann. His explanation was 
illuminating: 


Rory O’Connor’s unfortunate repu- 
diation of the Dall, which I was so 
foolish as to defend even to a strain- 
ing of my own views in order to avoid 
the appearance of @ split, is now the 
greatest barrier that we have. Be- 
cause, even if we had the allegiance, 
we have not the military strength to 
make our will effective. We cannot, 
as in the time of the war with the 
British, point to authority derived 
from the vote of the majority of the 
people. We will be turned down defi- 
nitely by the electorate in @ few 
months’ time, in any case, because If 
challenged we could not as @ Govern- 
ment refuse to let the people decide 
by vote as between the two Govern- 
ments. If the people were to be given 
the decision, that would mean the 
worst of all—turning down the re- 
public, 

After this it is not surprising that 
opinion in Ireland, even among the 
Republicans, was that DE VALERA had 
made it impossible for himself to hold 
hereafter any position of authority. 
The latest use of his name by the 
Army Executive can be intended only 
as a flourish, preliminary to something 
else. He has, for practical purposes, 
ceased to be even a convenient figure-

THE RISING CURVE OF MURDER. 

The statement that murder is on the 
increase in the United States, no 
chief of police, no prosecutor and no 
criminologist will dispute. There were 
9,500 ‘* unlawful homicides ’’ in this 
country last year, according to a re- 
port made on Aug. 10, 1922, by the 
Special Commission on Law Enforce- 
r.ent of the American Bar Associa- 
t n. The average per day was twen- 
ty-six. In the previous year there were 
at least 9,000 such homicides. The 
curve of murder goes up, not down. 
In the first nine and a half months 
of this year there were 101 “ unlawful 
homicides ’’ in Philadelphia, as com- 
pared with the same number during 
all of 1921. Lieutenant WILLIAM I &L- 
in charge of the ‘ homicide 


SHAW, 
squad '’ there, says that the records 
of both New York and Chicago show 
a@ much greater increase in propor- 
tion to population. It is his opinion 
—it is everybody’s opinion—that the 
laws governing the sale of firearms 
are inadequate. Ninety per cent. of 
the homicides in the country are done 
with the pistol. It is proposed to in- 
troduce in all the State Legislatures a 
uniform bill dealing with the posses- 
sion and sale of pistols that should 
make sane regulation practicable. The 
United States Revolver Association 
has suggested as a model the bill in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. CaPrEer 
of Kansas on Sept. 27, for the District 
of Columbia. In commending it the 
association says: 


The object of the bill is to make 
it possible for the law-abiding citizen 
to possess a pistol or revolver for pro- 
tection of life and property, and at 
the same time provide penalties suffi- 
ciently severe to deter criminals from 
using such weapons. 

The bill in question, after defining 


a ‘‘ pistol or revolver” as any fire- 


arm “with barrel less than twelve 
inches in length,’’ provides in the sec- 
ond section that the commission of, 
or the attempt to commit, a crime 


with a pistol for which the user has 
no permit shall be punished with im- 
prisonment for not less than five 
years in addition to the punishment 
imposed for the crime. What would 
the effect be in many cases but a 
minimum sentence for the crime? 
Section 3 gives the Judge the power 
to double or triple the penalty for 
a second or third offense, and for 
a fourth the defendant may bé—se 

tenced to “ perpetual imprisonment.” 
Thus, if there were a fourth futile 
attempt to kill with a pistol or re- 
volver, the defendant, having served 
three long terms before, would be 
shut up for the remainder of his life. 
To state the case in this way is to 
show how drastic the third section 
is. By the terms of this bill ‘no 
unnaturalized foreign-born person ”’ 
shall be allowed to have a pistol—al- 


though he might need it to protect his 
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person or his property. How can this 
be defended? The carrying of a pistol 
on the person or in a vehicle must 
be for cause and licensed by a Police 
Court Judge. Sales are to be care- 
fully regulated and recorded with the 
Superintendent of Police. -There must 
be no sales to minors. Obliterating 
the number or maker's name on a 
revolver, or possession of a revolver 
with the marks of identification re- 
moved, is to be severely punished. 
Evidently the Capper bill will need re- 
vision. Laudable as its object is, it 
cannot serve as a model. But what 
about the administration of justice in 
this country, which the report of the 
Special Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment condemns as lax and lenient? 


Crime flourishes because criminals 
escape punishment, and _ criminals 
escape punishment because there are 
80 many avenues of escape open. 


Moreover, sympathy for the criminal 
is expressed in maudlin sentiment and 
mollycoddling. In Canada the pun- 
ishment is made to fit the crime. The 
ratio of homicides there is much 
lower. By all means let there be fire- 
arms regulation and enforcement, but 
prosecutors and Judges must do their 
whole duty or the number of murders 


in the United States will be altogether 
too great. 


POLITICAL BANKING. 
In the Middle West there is a move- 


ment for agricultural credit through 
governmental assistance. That marks 
perception even by the farmers that 
they do not need more Government 
currency, ‘printed money, as they for- 
merly sought greenbacks. Events 


abroad have taught the lesson that too 
much money is worse than too little. 
It is still necessary to drive home the 
truth that governmental interference 
with credit is hardly less undesirable. 
It is to be remarked that the proposals 
referred to are made at the time when 
the War Finance Corporation favors 
assistance to the farmers in other 
ways. Director Meyer said in Montana 
a few days ago that the corporation 
had assisted farmers only through as- 
sistance to bankers who had overlent 
to them, and that the corporation 
@& permanency was not suitable to the 
banking structure of the country. 
Commerce provides itself with its 
own banking currency through pro- 
duction and distribution of goods. So 
should agriculture. The attempt of 
the farmers to invade the fleld of com- 
mercial credit through mandatory dis- 
crimination in their favor is an at- 
tempt to evade the law of supply and 
demand for both agricultural products 
end credit. It is not the province of 
the Government to regulate prices or 
credit. That is a function peculiarly 
belonging to banks, Government ac- 
tion being justified only to prevent 
unfairness. Those who want more de- 
posit currency should provide them- 
selves with it through production and 
the markets, rather than 
credit of a more or less fiat nature. 
The farmers are no doubt suffering. 
More of their products are selling close 
to prewar prices than are selling above 
the general level, and there are few 
exceptions to the rule that manufac- 
tures which the farmers require cost 
more in agricultural products than 
they should. The reason is not defi- 
ciency of agricultural credit, but the 
necessity of paying industrial wages 
kept above the normal level. In other 
words, postwar readjustments are ir- 
regular, and wage earners profit where 
others lose, including the farmers. 
The bringing of prices to a proper re- 
lation with one another is what the 
farmers most need. In the matter of 
credit more has been done for the 
farmers than for

THE CHINESE EASTERN. 

By way of washing its hands of the 
business of reforming the world, the 
State Department announces that we 
have got rid, of our last connection 
with the chindae Eastern Railway. 
The interallied commission which has 
been sitting at Vladivostok since 1919, 
and the interallied technical commis- 
sion at Harbin, have been dissolved. 
We now proclaim to the world in 
general, and to China in particular, 
that we are through with this form of 
supervision, but shall nevertheless 
continue to keep an eye on the Chinese 
Eastern, reserving all rights and 
specifically that of getting our money 
back. 

Luckily, we have no great amount 
of money in this road; for though its 
technical management has been well 
spoken of in the last year or two, it 
is sore beset by politics. The Chinese 
Eastern was built in the later '90s 
as the direct outlet of the Siberian 
line to Port Arthur and Vladivostok; 
the longer route to Vladivostok, all in 
Russian territory, was opened later. 
During the recent revolutions that 
road has been closed much of the 
time, though the Far Eastern Republic 
now promises that regular express ser- 
vice from Vladivostok to Moscow will 
soon be established again. Still the 
sinese Eastern will remain the short- 
est route from the Baikal region to the 
sea. 

The Russian Government built the 
road with money borrowed from 
France. China contributed nothing but 
the right of way; no small contribu- 
tion, of course, since Russian troops 
patrolled it—and virtually ruled North- 
ern Manchuria—till the revolution; 
but, after all, the railroad was chiefly 
responsible for the upbuilding of Man- 
churla and the opening up of great

areas for emigrants from overcrowded 
China. When the Russian revolution 
was followed by the Allied occupation, 
these two boards, now dissolved, 
undertook the supervision of the road. 
Actual operation was in the hands of 
Russian executives; the finances were 
controlled by the holding company, the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank, in which since 
the revolution the interests of the 
French who lent the money were pre- 
dominant. The interallied commis- 
sions had little to do with the manage- 
ment of the road, but their moral in- 
fluence was considerable. They kept 
off other people whose hands were 
itching to get hold of the railroad. 
What is to take- the place of this 
protective supervision? Our note to 
China piously recites the resolutions 
of the Washington conference, in 
effect telling the Chinese to be good 
to the railroad and adding that further 
discussion of its affairs will be con- 
ducted through ‘‘ the proper diplo- 
matic channels.’’ In this case, the 
proper diplomatic channels are of 
about as much use as an exchange of 
Christmas cards. The principal factor 
in Northern Manchuria at present is 
CHANG TSO-LIN, who can usually be 
reached and influenced only through 
highly improper channels. The whole 
Far East is interested in the free and 
unhampered operation of this road, 
but most of the people who are dealing 
with it—aside from the French owners 


and the practical Russian railroad 
men who are now operating it—are 
thinking chiefly of its political value. 
In ordinary course China will not re- 
cover’ the line till 1977. In the mean-

Important improvements have been 
made in recent years on the old-fash- 
ioned ‘* gas log ’’—improvements in effi- 
clency and in appearance—and as coal 
savers they are to be commended 
warmly. It should not be forgotten, 
however, as the unfortunate CoHENs did 
—if they ever knew—that in all these 
devices there is a potential danger, and 
that they are not safe, as too many 
people think, simply because they are 
well connected with the source of gas 
supply, and no gas comes out of them 
except when it is burning. 

The burning itself produces other 
gases that are fatal to life if breathed 
in quantities at all large, and the quan- 
titles soon become large in any room 
not well ventilated. Bathrooms, in cold 
weather, are apt to be tightly closed, 
and therefore none of the gas-burning 
devices should be used in them without 
intelligent precautions frequently to re- 
new the air and to permit the escape 
of the carbon oxides. 

Gas heaters should be connected with 
a chimney, if possible, and the best and | 
safest of all positions for them is well 
within a real fireplace. The smaller 
ones, if in a big room, with windows 
and doors not too well sealed, are not 
likely to do immediately serious harm in 

| 


any case, but even then there is some 
risk to health. 


That animals can

LONDON, Oct. 31,—Father Bernard 
Vaughan died this morning at the 
Jesult College at Roehampton. His last 
words were: ‘‘I am not very well, but 
I am in His hands as I've always been.”’ 

Father Vaughan had been suffering 
for some time from diabetes and heart 
trouble. He had a slight stroke while 
visiting Lord Fitzalan at Derwent Hall 
recently and was so ill he received the 
last sacraments. Rallying for a time, 
he was taken to Roehampton, the scene 
of his first pastorate. 

‘‘T want to finish where I began,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I have come back to the nur- 
sery.’’ 

He was lodged near the chapel, from 
which it was easy to wheel him in the 
garden. The young Jesuit novices paid 


jthe great preacher every attention, but 


he refused to see any of his many old 
friends from society who called. ‘‘It is 
better now,’’ he explained, ‘‘ that I 
should be only with my own friends in 
the priests’ home.” 

Insomnia had been one of his chief 
troubles and he had refused to take 
drugs for it. Early today he told the col- 
lege chaplain he had not been sleeping 
very well. At 6:15 o'clock he partook of 
holy communion. Then he went back to 
his room. He almost immediately be- 
came unconscious and passed away. 


He will be buried in the cemetery of 
the college in accordance with his wish. 


Caused Stir in America. 


When Father Vaughan, who was 
known as the friend of King Edward 
and the ‘‘ Scourge of Society,’’ sailed 
for the United States in 1910, it was an- 
nounced by cablegram that his mission 
was ‘“‘to help Americans find God.” On 


the voyage across the Atlantic he be- 
the storm centre of a _ suffrage 
meeting aboard ship, at which he pre- 
sided and spoke deprecatingly of 
‘““women marching to the polls when 
they ought to be at home minding their 
babies.’’

The views entertained by Father 
Vaughan were as striking as his speech 
was. bold. He held that it was bad 
enough for a ‘‘ woman to go wrong," 
but tnat it was ‘'far worse for a man 
to go wrong.’’ ‘‘ A cradleless home and 
a creedless church,’ he declared the 
two greatest evils of the day. He was 
strong in his denunciation of ‘ wo- 
man’s craze for undress,’’ and he made 
war relentlessly upon socialism and 
“race suicide '' in England. 

In one of his most famous sermons he 
asserted that the ‘ up-to-date parents 
of the present generation would scorn 
such a father as his. His father, Col- 
Voughan of Courtfield, Hertford- 
shire, was one of twenty children, and 
Bernard himself was one of fourteen. 
Of Father Vaughan’s thirteen brothers 
and sisters, all but two brothers went 
into the church. One of the brothers 

Cardinal Archbishop of Eng- 
land and four others were nicknamed fa 
priestly circles ‘‘ Thoughts,’’ ‘‘ Words,” 
“* Deeds”’ and ‘‘ Omissions.’’ 


Began His COsreer in Manchester. 


Father Bernard Vaughan was born 
Aug. 20, 1847, at Stonyhurst, where he 
was educated, in one of the oldest Cath- 


olic colleges in England. Eighteen 
years of his life were spent in Man- 
chester, where he participated in the 
civic as well as religious activities 
of the community, and was beloved for 
his work among the poor and respected 
as a scholar, lecturer and preacher. In 
the slums of Manchester they still re- 
eat the story of Father Vaughan's 
eing discovered cooking dinner for the 
hungry children of a mother who had 
to go to work, 

His work among the poor was con- 
tinued in Westminster and the East 
End of London, whither he went in 
1901 to take charge of the Jesuit Church 
in Farm Street. He became the com- 
panion and friend of the childrem of 
the streets, and for their benefit he or- 
ganized clubs, concerts, bazaars and 
other entertainments. But he lost nce 
opportunity to attack the evils of the 
time. 

Just before he came to the United 
States in 1910, a popular dancer in Lon- 
don is sald to have so won the admira- 
tion of King Hdward that he sum- 
moned her to his box and asked if 
there was anything he could offer to 
show his appreciation. The dancer, with 
ready wit, replied: 

‘Your Majesty, the head of Bernard 
Vaughan on a dish.” 

King Edward is said to have been a 
elose friend of the priest, whom he often 
congratulated on his sermons. Indeed, 
it was said to have been on the advice 
of King Hdward that Father Vaughan 
instituted libel action against a London 
publication, The Rock, which had at- 
tacked him. It resulted in a large 
award to Father Vaughan, who refused 
an offer to compromise the suit when 
the publishers were unwilling to make 
their apology apply to the Jesuit Order, 
which Father Vaughan held was in real- 
ity the object of their attack. 

He was cathedral preacher at thé Eu- 
charistic Congress held at Montreal in 
1910. The next year he lectured in va- 
rious parts of the United Statés and 
Canada, later crossing the Pacific to 
speak before Waseda and Imperial uni- 
versities of Tokio. Before leaving for 
China he addressed the House of Peers 
and ladies of society. 

While in New York in 1912 he gave a 
series of sermons against socialism. In 
the war his fervid utterances brought 
down upon him the attacks of his broth- 
er Jesuits in Germany. It was his con- 
tention that the Germans “ did not play 
the game ”’ in fighting the World War. 

On the first anniversary of America’s 
entry into the conflict this message by 
Father Vaughan was flung across the 
sea: 

“We congratulate with all our hearts 
the champions of the rights of man- 
kind—the American pecgre

spiracy through which, he claims, 
offic als of the two defendants have col- 
lected great fortunes. 

The captain’s troubles began, his bill 
sets forth, when he was ordered by C. 
B. Mallory, assistant manager of the 

unson Steamship Line, to be on the 
lookout for irregularities and ee t 
during a South American voyage of the 
steamship Bibbco, of which he was in 
command in April, 1921. 

The Bibbco reached Buenos Aires the 
lattér part of June and was met by a 
Mr. Young, of the United States Ship- 
ping Board, ““who sent for; Captain 
Haagensen ‘and requested him to sign 
bills for lighterage charges amounting 
to -$7,000 for the last voyage of the 
Bibbco.”’ 

Captain Haagensen refused, on the 

ound that he knew nothing about the 

ills, and was told b Young that, 

whether he knew anything about the 
lighterage charges or not, he wanted 
them signed. oung told the captain 
to take the bills aboard and have them 
signed by the second mate as well as 
himself, the complaint says, 

The plaintiff alleges that he consulted 
the logbook of the ship Bibbco and 
found no_ record of any lighterage 
charges. Afterward, the captain says, 
he spoke to the agents of the Munson 
Line and the United States Shipping 
Board at Buenos Aires, and ‘‘ told them 
about the graft that was being collected 
and paid out of the taxes of the United 
State,’’ and charged that, at the rate 
of $7,000 graft for one ship at each port, 
the graft on 60 to 100 ships controfled 
by the Munson Line would soon reach 
several millions of dollars. 

Captain Haagnsen asserts that, as an 
indirect result of his efforts to bring the 
alleged method of graft to the attention 


of officials, chara were filed against 
him by the Shipping Board representa- 
tives and the Munson agents at Buenos 


Aires, causing him to be arrested on the, J 


ground that he had removed from the 
room of the chief engineer of the Bibbco 
‘“‘a large quantity of narcotics and also 
numerous letters showing that said engi- 
neer was using the Btbbco for the il- 
legal transportation of narcotics.”’ 
aptain Haagensen was tried in Boston 
later on charges of incompetency brought 
by the Shipping Board agents and exon- 
erated, he says. but on reaching’ New 
York he was relieved of his command.

Listen to-a Republican politician talk 
and the stranger would conclude that 
Mr.-Wheeler is as ‘‘red’’ as Lenin, he 
would hav? no choice but the conclusion 
that Wheeler is a Townleyite of the first 
water, and that his election to the 
Senate would be as great a misfortune 
as thousands of Republicans in the 
neighboring State of North Dakota de- 
clare will be the case if Lynn Frazier 
goes to Washington as the successor of 
McCumber. 

A study of Mr. Wheeler’s record does 
mot seem to justify the bitter attacks 
on his Americanism. When the matter 
is boiled down it appears that all tho 
trouble is due to the fact that the Non- 
Partisan Jleague Farmers and the so- 
called Progressive Labor League en- 
dorsed his candidacy for Governor in 
1920. 

Mr. Wheeler has never at any time 
been a member of the Non-Partisan 
League. This cannot be said in behalf 
of Mrsx# Riddick. It is charged and is 
not denied that he was at one time a 
member of the league in good standing. 
Democratic newspapers have reproduced 
in their columns the picture of his mem- 
bership card. THE New YorK: TIMES 
correspondent inquired of a leading Re- 
publican if this charge was true. He 
replied that it was, but explained that 
““Carl got out of the organization when 
he found out what it was.”’ 

Republicans Split on Dixon. 


A Republican who is going to vote for 
Riddick, but who said he would vote 
for Myers if the latter was the Demo- 
cratic candidate, said today that he 
would not do any boasting after he 
voted. This man is a Dixon Republi- 
ean. Governor Dixon, who was the 
Bull Moose National Chairman in the 
1912 campaign, is not overexerting him- 
self in behalf of Riddick’s candidacy. 
As a matter of fact, the Governor is 
in the midst of one of the hardest bat- 
tles of his long career. He is campaign- 
ing in the State, pleading for a Legis- 
lature that will put through certain tax 
reforms on which he has his heart set. 

The Republican Party is split wide 
open se far as the Governor is con- 
cerned. Some Republican newspapers 
are assailing him as bitterly as they 
attack Mr. Wheeler. This row in the 
Republican family, it is admitted, may 
{n the end help Mr. Wheeler. Riddick, 
it is stated, has refused to take sides 
in the fight, and the result is that the 
Dixonites are not conspicuous among 
those who are noisily advocating his 
election. 

Again on all sides the story is told 
that Riddick has just one speech. It is 
about forty-five minutes long and it is 
asserted that he has not changed it in 
any important respect since he began 
his campaign. The result is that the 
Republican newspapers in their accounts 
of his meetings do not print what he 
gays, the reason being, it is declared, 
that. having printed the speech once, 


they see no reason why they should 

repeat. On the other hand, the Demo- 

oratic candidate generally manages to 

gay something new at each meeting and 
for this reason the Democrats would 

-peem to have the advantage from the 
wiewpoint of publicity. 


Lining Up Administration Vote. 

As the situation sums up, it is safe 
to say that the Administration vote in 
the Republican Party, the vote that 
stands for everything the Harding Ad- 
ministration has done, is solidly behind 
Riddick. In 1920 the Harding vote was

Prison employes report that William 
Creasy, convicted of the murder of 
Edith Lavoy, Freeport school teacher 
put his head through the bars. 

Not alone is there danger of a 
prisoner thrusting his head through 
and committing suicide by breaking 
his neck, but prisoners with small 
heads will be able to see one another 
until the fault is remedied. Mur- 
derers with large heads cannot enjoy 
this privilege.

Tne Democrats declare in just as posi- 
tive fashion that they are for Wheeler. 
The best tuess would appear to be that 
the big farmer vote is going to divide 
as it did in normal years. It looks like | 
a fifty-fifty split tn the agricultural 
sections. 

Next in importance to the farmers is 
the labor vote and in proportion to 

opulation Montana has as large a 
abor vote as any State in the Union. 
The principal elements in the labor vote 
are the railroad, mining, and smelting | 

en. The Democrats are claiming that 
90 per cent. of the organized labor men | 
and women are back of Wheeler. Rid- | 
dick, like Mondell in Wyoming, voted for | 
the Esch-Cummins law and is for the 
Administration, Daugherty and all. So} 
far as the labor men are concerned At- |! 
torney General Daugherty and his in- 
junction are very much of an issue in 
this part of the country. It looks as if 
Wheeler will get the labor vote. 





Old Mortgage Case Brought Up. 


The bitterest attack yet made on Rid- 
dick is printed in’ the last issue of The 
Billings Searchlight, a paper of the 
labor-farmer type, radical in its politics. 
In its attack it charges that when he 
was Secretary of the Indiana Re- 
publican State Committee, in 1906, Rid- 
dick was arrested on the charge of hav- 
ing made a false affidavit in a mortgage 
transaction for the purpose of evading 


the payment of taxes; that he was 
brought to trial and was ‘ acquitted on 
the technicality of not having sworn to 
the false mortgage before a notary pub- 
lic empowered to take oaths.” 

At that time Riddick was tax adjuster 
of Pulaski County, Ind. The alleged 
mortgage was executed against his home 
in Winamac, Ind. The paper prints what 
purnorts to be the text of the original 
affidjavit. This article is being circu- 
lated throughout the State. Frfends of 
Ridcick say it will have no bearing one 
way or the other on the result. 

The last important voting element is 
that large group of Democrats who have 
stood ehind ex-President Wilson. 
Everybody here says they are practl- 
cally a unit for the Democratic nomi- 
nee and this includes, they say, the | 
Wilson men who under the sonderehip 
of Senator Myers fought Wheeler in 
the gubernatorial race two years ago. 

Riddick in his speeches pleads with 
his audiences to stand back of President | 
Harding. He defends the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff as a law that is hastening 
the return of normal good times, lauds 
the 1921 tax law and the treaties nego- 
tiated at the instance of the Administra- 
tion for peace in the Pacific and reduc- 
ing naval armament. He deserts. the 
Administration only on the bonus issue. 
He points out that he voted for the 
bonus, but his opponents reply with the 
charge that when the House voted to 
override the President’s veto Riddick 
was recorded as ‘‘absent and not 
voting.”’ 


Wheeler Attacks New Tariff. 


On the other hand, Wheeler flays 
the tariff, his stand on this issue cor- 
responding to that of Senator Walsh, 
who was one of the principal Demo- 
cratic floor opponents of the measure 
when it was before the Senate. He 
assails the proposed ship subsidy bill 
as a reversion to the policies of Mark 
Hanna, and charges that the Admin- 


istration at Washington has directed 
its energies not to reducing the bur- 
dens of the poor but to the reduction 
of the taxes of the rich. He wants a 
bonus for the soldiers and says the 
wealthy should pay it. 

In their’ campaign speeches the Re- 
publican spellbinders tell their audt- 
ences that Wheeler is the “same old 
Wheeler of 1920,’ Non-Partisan League 
and all. On the other hand the Demo- 
cratic campaigners assail Riddick as a 
man who in no way measures up to the 
Senatorial standard. i orgs in 
Billings last Friday night ruce 
Kremer, the Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman, said that ‘‘if Riddick is a 
fant, a mole hill is twice as big as the 
Rooks Mountains.”’ 

That is the way the Democrats talk 
about Riddick. It is also the way in 
which the Republicans discuss Wheeler. 

In a leading Helena newspaper this 
morning one of the editorials was a 
denunciation of a prominent Democrat 
who is urging the election of Wheeler. 
This Democrat was described as the 
** local interlocking press coon dog for 
the big interests.” The quotation is 
given simply for the purpose of indi- 
cating how nicely they talk about one 
another in Montana just before election. 

A prominent Democrat of Billings 
called attention torlay to what he said 
was a fact that on one of the prin- 
cipal streets of Billings Riddick’s pic- 
ture is displayed in only a single win- 
dow. That window is in a bank now 
in the hands of a receiver. On the 
other hand, on this same street, not 
a single window displays the picture of 
the Democratic candidate. 

It is hard to forecast what will, happen 
next Tuesday. As stated, neither party 
claims the State by more than _ 10,000 
and either will be satisfied with half 
that majority. 


BOUNTIFUL POTATO CROP. 


Yield Affords Nearly an Extra 
Bushel for Every Citizen. 


MADISON, Wis., Oct. 81.—Every per- 
son in the United States will have to cat 
forty-eight pounds more of potatoes this 
year if the present crop is to be con- 
sumed, the Wisconsin Department of 
Markets estimated today. 

Normal consumption of potatoes is 
said to be 8.2 bushels per person, but 
the bumper crop of this season has re- 
sulted in a supply equal to four bushels 
for each individual. Production is esti- 
mated at 483,000,000 bushels. 

The market price here was down to a 
new low figure today at 30 cents a hun- 
dred pounds.

Transit Company of New York City is 
being mined, completed its public hear- 
ings here today when testimony of some 
twenty-five former employes of the Ber- 
wind-White Coal Minigg Company was 
offered. Tomorrow the committee wiil 
meet in Johnstown to hear the district 
officials of the United Mine Workers of 
America, who will present the union side 
of the case. 

John Lochrie, independent coal oper- 
ator, who yesterday offered the use of 
his hall here for the hearings, appar- 
ently experienced a change of heart over 
night., When the committee, headed by 
David Hirshfield, appeared in Windber 
at 10 o'clock this morning, Mr. Lochrie 
was absent and his hall was locked up. 
The investigators resumed their sessions 
in the United Mine Workers’ hall, 
where yesterday’s sessions were con- 
ducted. 

‘‘ Mr. Lochrie probably heard from the 
Berwind-White officials last night,’’ Mr. 
Hirshfield stated in opening the hear- 
ing. ‘‘ He was probably informed that 
he is to keep his hands off. He stated 
that he was an independent operator, 
but Berwind-White’s influence is ap- 
parently far-reaching.”’ 

A third invitation was extended to the 
officials of the Berwind-White Company 
to appear before the committee and pre- 
sent their side of the case, but the 
proffer was refused. 

“We will meet the committee in our 
office behind closed doors,” W. E. New- 
baker, Superintendent, replied, “‘ but we 
will not appear before the committee at 
oo hearing.” 

t is the policy of the company to kee 
absolutely clear of anything with whic 
the union is even remotely connected. 

Evidence as to the average earnings 
of the Berwind-White miners, of prices 
charged at company stores, and of evic- 


}tions from company-owned homes occu- 


pied a large part of the committee’s time 
today. The statements of some twenty 
miners were to the effect that the aver 
age earnings of the Berwind-White 
miners had been from $20 to $45 for 
two weeks. 

“My earnings as a miner for Berwind- 
White were enough to exist on, but not 
enough to live on,” John Belak, a mid- 
dle-aged man, told the commissioners. 
“Often I received $1 in cash at the end 
of two weeks hard work, the remainder 
went for store bills to the company- 
owned store and for rent. Some pay 
days I would finish the two weeks work 
and be in debt to the company. We 
worked long hours, from eight and one 
half to eleven hours a day. In addition 
to this we had to put up with the nasty 
mine guard system.” 

Prices at the company stores, called 
the Eureka Stores, are from 10 to 20 
per cent. higher than at independent 
stores in Johnstown, the miners and 
their wives testified. If a man did not 
deal at the company stores, and the of- 
ficlals found it out, the miner’s job was 
as a rule forfeited. An occasional pur- 
chase could be ed at an outside store, 
but that was all. 

Several women told of being evicted 
from company-owned houses without the 
proper legal notice being served. Others 
told of the mine guard system, stating 
that, laying all fault with the system 
itself peor fe the men brought into W ind- 
ber to serve as mine guards were not of 
sufficient moral character for such 5 
position.

IN TAXI WITH WIFE, 
SHOOTS HIMSELF 


Husband Fired Shot When She 
Refused to Drop Separation 
Case, Woman Says. 


FLASH IGNITES HIS CLOTHING 


In Critical Condition From Bullet) 
and Burns—Wife’s First. Hus- 
band Had Been Slain. 


Charles Prescott, 31 years old, of 62 
Bleecker Street, shot himself in the ab- 
domen yesterday afternoon in a taxi- 
cab in which he was riding with his 
wife, just as the cab reached Fifth 
Avenue and Washington Square. Pres- 
cott was taken to St. Vincent's Hospital 


in a critical condition, suffering both 
from the gunshot wound and from burns 
the close-range shot. P 

The wife, Mrs. Augusta Prescott, was 
questioned by the police, then released. 
She said Prescott had shot himself be- 
cause she refused to abandon separa- 
tion proceedings. She is 21 years old 
and was married to Prescott two years 
ago. She had ceased to love him, she 
said. Mrs. Prescott said she was. the 
widow of Michael Sweeney, to whom she 
was married at 16 and who was mur- 
dered soon afterward at the Pioneer 
Club in Hudson Street. The slayer got 
a twenty-year sentence. 

Prescott, according to his wife, orig- 
inally was named Anthony Frascata. 
He changed his name when he went to} 
work in the steel mills at Gary. Re- 
cently he has been a railroad brakeman. 
He, too, had been married twice. The 
couple had lived in New Jersey and in 
Brooklyn until their separation.. Then | 
Mrs. Prescott went to the home of a 
married sister at 150 Perry Street. 

Yesterday afternoon she visited her 
lawyer, Samuel Tannenbaum, of 342 
Madison Avenue, In regard to a non- 
support action which was to have led to 
separation proceedings. She met Pres- 
cott outside, she said, and. started down- 
town in the taxi-with him to avoid a 
scene. When he pulled the pistol she 
became hysterical, fearing he was going 
The shot startled passers- 
by and a crowd gathered. 

Later Mrs. Prescott declared she didn’t | 
love her husband any more, that nothing | 
lasted and that she would not be an- 
other man’s ‘storm and satrife’’ for 
$10,000,000. 

Mrs. Prescott told the detectives that 
on Oct. 18 she and her husband had met 
in their Hoboken apartment, and she 
had fallen asleep on a sofa. She told 
the police she woke up and found her 
huahand had left the house, and that 
as jets on the stove and mantelpiece 
had been turned on. 

A letter. was from _Prescott to his 
mother and sald in part: 

‘*T hope to be forgiven for what I 
am about to do. I have lost all that 
is dear to me. I sincerely hope that 
things are better in the next world.” 

To the physician attending him and a 
nurse Prescott is alleged to have said: 

“*I don't care whether I recover or 
not. Life is a failure. They say every 
cloud has a silver lining, but sometimes 
the lining is tarnished.”’ 





ALLEN HITS KLANAND BIGOTS 


Attacks Both Sides for Rousing Re- 
liglous Hatred in Kansas. 


GREAT BEND, Kan., Oct. 81.—Gover- 
hor Allen, in an election campaign ad- 
dress here last night, continued his at- 
tack on the Ku Klux Klan, with a plea 


for tranquillity and tolerance so that the | 
State might be spared ‘‘the horrors of 
a civil war.” 
_His speech was a denunciation of re- 
ligious bigotry and community hatred 
and he denounced some Catholics and 
some members of the Klan in the same 
breath. 

s ‘‘ You are both to blame,” he asserted. 
You Catholics who go out and say: ‘ 
don’t vote for a man who is not a Cath- 
olic. I am going to oo my political ac- 
tivity behind my religion.’ You ought 
to be ashamed of yourselves. And you 
men who join this Klan and say, ‘ There 
is an order that exists for the protection 
of white supremacy and to save us from 
the Catholic Church,’ you ought to be 
ashamed; honestly, you ought to be 

ashamed. 

“Now, as a fellow American having 
the same impulses that you have, I am 
opposed to the Klan because it suggests 
terrorism and outlawry. I am _ not 
against your organization because you 
do not like the Catholic Church.” 

After comparing conditions in Kan- 
sas and Ireland, and telling of requests 
his office had received from men that 
they be allowed to arm themselves ‘‘ be- 
cause they were frightened,’”’ the Gov- 
ernor asked: 

“Do you want turned loose in this 
State the horrors of a civil war? 

‘*God forbid such a war. And yet 
what can you suggest to the negroes of 
the State, in some communities of which 
there are thousands, when the old Ku 
Klux Klan that terriifed them fifty-five 
years ago is again riding at night? Can 
you expect them not to protect them- 
selves?’

Defense Claims Woman on Trial } 


for Killing Mrs. Meadows

PROSECUTION RESTS CASE 


Defendant Declares Her Purpose to| 
Tell ‘the Whole Truth” 
to the Jury. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 3L—Mrs. 
Clara Phillips is a ‘‘ moron,’’ ‘‘ subject 
to epileptic convulsions,’’ and has ‘“* the 
mentality of a child,’’ her attorney, 
Bertram Herrington, declared today in 
opening the defense in her trial for the 
murder of Mrs. Alberta Meadows. 

The attorney asserted he would prove 
that the defendant did not wield the 
hammer with which the State contends 
Mrs. Meadows was beaten to death on 
Montecito Drive on July 12 last. He 
declared it would be shown that Mrs. 
Phillips’s every action that day was 
‘* guided by Peggy Caffee,’’ prosecution 
witness, who testified she saw Mrs. 
Phillips striking Mrs. Meadows with the 
hammer. 

The State rested after examining 
Lester Atkins, who corroborated Mrs. 
Caffee’s statement that he and a man 


named BH. Gentry met Mrs. Caffee and 
Mrs. Phillips at Long Beach a few 
hours before the slaying. He said the 
women came to his apartment and 
Gentry and Mrs. Phillips went out and 
returned with a pint bottle of whisky, 
of which all four partook. He said he 
and Gentry drove the women to Los 
Angeles, Mrs. Phillips carrying with 
her the bottle and what remained of 
its contents. 


Says Mrs. Caffee Bought Hammer. 


Herrington declared he would show 
that Mrs. Meadows was slain after an 
altercation and fight between her and 
Mrs. Phillips in which the latter's little 


finger was practically broken and she 
appealed to Mrs. Caffee for aid. It was 
Mrs. Caffee, he asserted, who bought 
the hammer, not Mrs. Phillips. 

After the slaying, the attorney went 
on, Mrs. Phillips went to a hotel and 
was there told by her husband that 
“something awful’’ had happened and 
she must go to Texas at once. Phillips, 
he said, got her some money and she 
started east. 

Referring to his client’s mental condi- 
tion, Herrington sald her father and 
several other near relatives had been 
mentally irresponsible. 

What she will tell the jury if she takes 
the stand in her own defense during her 
trial for the slaying of Mrs. Alberta 
Tremaine Meadows, in an interview here 
Mrs. Phillips outlined tre story 
she intends to tell the jury if she is put 
on the stand.

HUGH WALPOLE BEGINS 
COURSE ON THE NOVEL 


English Critic Reviews Earliest 
Works in First Lectare at 
Broadhurst Theatre. 


Hugh Walpole, English novelist and 
literary critic, opened his course of six 
lectures upon ‘‘ The English Novel of 
the Twentieth Century ”’ at the Broad- 
hurst Theatre yesterday afternoon by an 
introductory talk in which he outlined 
the growth of the novel since the days 
of the Sir Roger de Coverly papers. 

“In looking back over the earlier pe- 
riod,’ said Mr. Walpole, ‘‘ we cannot 
help thinking how heavenly it must have 
been to have no theory of the novel, no 
standards to follow or lectures to which 
to give heed. Yet with all of its crydity 
we find something in that early novel 
which is lacking today, and it is to some 
of those qualities that I wish to call at- 
tention in my lectures.”’ 

Mr. Walpole said that the art of the 
novelist was distinguished from that of 
other arts in that he had to paint the 


characters upon the written page in such 
a way that his readers would know them 
to be true. In continuing his course of 
lectures Mr. Walpole sald that he hoped 
to answer the questions (1) if there was 
really a theory which belonged to the 
novel and could not be left out, (2) if 
the novelist must have the higher, 
greater qualities of nobility in order to 
produce these qualities in his work and 
(3) who -are the truly significant au- 
thors of the present time? 

Mr. Walpole briefly sketched the con- 
tributions George Eliot, Gustave Flau- 
bert and Guy de Maupassant had made 
to the modern novel. He said that Henry 
James had shown us how to tell a story 
in the longest way and Rudyard Kip- 
ling in the shortest. Every novelist, he 
said, feels the necessity of snatching in- 
stantly the vision before his eyes and 
putting it on paper before it fades away.

Harkness Says I. R. T. West Side

Transit Commissioner LeRoy T. Hark~ 
ness yesterday estimated that Mayor 
Hylan’s plan to “ recapture’ the Inter- 
borough west side subway for municipal 
operation would ferce 101,800,000 pas- 
sengers a year to pay $5,000,000 in addi- 
tional fares. In his survey of the re- 
sult of the Mayor’s plan on the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company’s lines Mr. 
Harkness estimated that the annual ad- 
ditional fare cost would be $9,443,175, 
a total on both systems of $14,533,175. 

Mr. Harkness specified the five points 
on the Interborough system at which 
passengers would have to pay additional 
fares under the Mayor’s pian as fol- 


lows: 

“1. At the Atlantic Avenue, Nevins 
Street and Borough Haii stations,

‘4. The transfer at Mott Avenue sta- 
tion, between the West Farms and 
Jerome Avenue subway lines, amounted 
to about 3,300,000 passengers, represent- 
ing an additional burden upon fare- 
payers of $165,000.

He Is Restrained From Posing 
as Officer and Ordered 
to Return Papers. 


TWO CASES BEFORE COURT 


Question of His Present Membership 
of the Club Yet to Be 
Determined. 


Supreme Court Justice McCook decided 
againsteHenry Woodhouse yesterday in 
two actions involving the Aero Club of 
America. In one, brought by the club 
against Woodhouse, the Court granted a 
temporary injunction restraining Wood- 
house from representing himself as an 
ofticer of the club and from sending 


mail to members and others as “ Chair- 
man of the Administrative Committee.’’ 
The Court also directed him to cancel an 
order given to the Post Office Depart- 
ment concerning mail of the club, and 
directed him to return to the club files 
of papers he admits he took. Concern- 
ing the papers the Court said: 

** Part of the documents taken by the 
defendant have been placed outside the 
State of New York in the custody of 
the Department of Justice, while his 
own motion for a temporary injunction 
was pending, apparently without special 
request and upon the pretext of serving 
the Government in the matter of the 
so-called aircraft production frauds. 
Some of the money collected from mem- 
bers has been spent by. defendant and 
his associates. 

‘“*The documents now in the custody 
of the United States Department of Jus- 
ticé should not pass, after they are re- 
turned, to the possession of the de- 
fendant, but to the de facto managers 
of the plaintiff, from whom they were 
improperly taken. It appears that some 
of them are the more urgently needed, 
because plaintiff's officers are now 
causing to be prepared and sent out to 
the members notice of the annual meet- 
ing of the club on Nov. 18, 1922, for 
various purposes, including ratification 
of the acts of the officers and governors 
since the last annual meeting.’ 

Justice McCook, who denied the ap- 

Plication of Woodhouse to dismiss the 
complaint in this action, also denied his 
plea for an injunction restraining the 
resent management of the Aero Club 
rom continuing in its plan to merge 
the club with a national aviation club 
at Detroit. Justice McCook said that 
the acts performed by the present club 
management were done partly as a mat- 
ter of discretion and he could not say 
whether the management was right or 
wrong, but Woodhouse had failed, never- 
theless, to show that the management 
has violated the laws of the State or the 
club by-laws. 

The question as to whether Woodhouse 
is still a member of the club, and has 
any standing in court, is yet to be de- 
termined in a proceeding he brought for 
his reinstatement, the Court said. 

Woodhouse will appeal from 
rulings.

SOFT COAL LOADINGS GAIN. 


190,276 Cars Last Week Sets New 
Record Since the Strike. 


The total loadings of bitumipous coal 
last week amounted to 190,276 cars, a 
new high record for any single week 
since the beginning of the miners’ strike 
on April 1, according to the Car Service 
Division of the American Railway Asso- 
clation. The average daily loading was 
81,712 cars, an increase of 667 cars 
over the daily average loading for the 
first three weeks of October. 


Loadings of anthracite coal last week 
totaled 32,927 cars, a decrease of 4,189 
cars, as compared with the week before. 
During the first five days of the week, 
the report stated, londings averaged 
6.508 cars daily. On the basis of car 
loading the pro@uction of bituminous 
coal last week amounted to approxi- 
mately 10,465,000 tons, or 200,000 tons

DEMAND TAX ON NITROGEN. 


German Grain Dealers Want Price 
of Domestic Product Raised. 


BERLIN, Oct. 31.—Germany's domes 
tic nitrogen, says a statement issued by 
the association of German dealers’ in 
grain, meal seed, feed and fertilizer, 
should be taxed sufficiently to make the 


prices equal to those of imported Chilean 
saltpetre. The organization disputes 
claims which have been raised that the 
free import of 20,000 tons of Chilean 
Saltpetre recently authorized would 1e- 
sult in further dépreciation of the mark. 

Home. industry, it says, is unabla to 
meet domestic agricuiture’s need of 
nitrogen, especially in the form of salt- 
petre. Thus the harvest is bound to de- 
crease unless importation of the neces- 
sary fertilizer is permitted. 

The statetnent concludes by saying the 
needs of the people demand that the 
Government take this action, though it 
would arouse the oppasition of the Ger- 
man nitrogen syndicate, ‘‘ which natu- 
rally sees its monopolistic pvusition 
threatened through the importation of 
foreign nitrogen.”’
